The Clear mod Cigarette Trade. 


According to the report of the com- 


missioner of internal revenue, there 
were inaaufactnred in New York in tho 
calendar year ending Dec 31, 1(90, 
1,134,898,34? cigars and 
1,533,530-470 


cigarettes Pennsylvania manufactured 
100,000,000 more cigars than New York, 
bnt only about 4,900,000 cigarettes, "he 
increase in the number of cigars maan- 
factnred m all the states dtiring the 
same period j was nearly 300,000,000. 


During the fiscal year there was a de- 


crease in the number of cigars imported 
of 18,679,037. There were in New Y»ri 
city thirty-four persons who qualified 
and kept books as tobacco manufac- 
turers solely for the! purpose ot lawfully 
dealing in the refuse scraps, clippings, 
cuttings and waste made by cigar niaiu- 
facturers. They sort, sieve and pa tit 
this material and export most of it to 
foreiitn countries. The rest they sell in 
bnlk, under permits, to other manufac- 
turers, who manipulate it and pack th uir 
product as smoking tobacco. 
Durng 


the jear 1891 they purchased 1,S80,SSO 
pounds of such material and exported 
and sokl 1,159,1 Bl pounds.—Washington 
Lfltcr.
